Attention haa been given to 
every detail, and the Htbeniians are 
delighted to know that Bishop O'Don- 
aghue has aoeepted their lavltation 
and will grace tiie occasion with hia 
presence and perhaps deliver a abort 
addreaa. The clergy of the city have 
all been Invited and are expected to 
be present. The doors at Macauley's 
will open at 7:30 o'clock, and it is 
pxjiected the Hibernians and their 
friends will pack the theater from 
pit to dome.

During the afternoon 
the distinguished vlalior will be 
taken out for an automobile ride and 
shown the various Catholic institu- 
tions and iirinripal poiiita of interest 
In the city, .\fter the reception at 
Macauley's I'lesident Regan Will be 
the honor guest at a banquet to be 
tendered him at the Seelbach by 
prominent membara of the order.

"It matters nothing to the Catholic 
church who runs the business of the 
country. Individuals or the State," 
replied the Interrupted speaker, "hut 
It does ni.itter to It that no one shall 
roh the present owner In order to 
set Control. The church objei'ts to 
•Socialism hecause this Is a thief and 
\ trai'ni- a thief ready to take with- 
iiit compensation all the meana ot 
iiroductlon; a traitor willing to de- 
stroy American Inatitutions in order 
on their ruins td establish oA-opem- 
tlve commonwealths; who win tor It 
violate the seventh commandment; 
who will for it trample on the Btar 
Spangled Banner. One of the falla- 
cies by which Socialism hopes to win 
rellowera is to identify capitalism — 
aa It calia the preaent system of con- 
ducting business by Individuals, firms 
and corporations — with saloons, 
gambling, child labor and other 
things that need reform. Capital- 
Ism — that is private ownership of 
business — need not be attached to 
these things. Neither does it have 
o pay unjust wagea. Nor must it 
neceaaarlly oppress its employes. In- 
dividual employers or companies give 
their help fair pay Just aa well aa 
Sodallam could treat them, as human 
beings should be|treated. What 80- 
eialiam would dm If It had the mon- 
opoly ot busineiA, no one can tell. 
What It promises to do we all know. 
But promise and performance are 
jften two very different things. If 
Socialism had grabbed all th<> means 
ot production it would need an army 
Df bosses to manage the sultordlnate 
emiiloyes. These bosses could com- 
bine to perpetuate themselves In 
power and to misgovern all persons 
under them. I'nless a man "stood 
In" with these bosses what chance 
would he have? If Socialism were In 
power no man would be free to work 
at What he pleaaMkHAarMiliMMNfo 
to take the Job given htan by the 
ssee. He iraald have no liberty. 
He would praetieally be their stave."

A notable event In the Catholic 
history of Louisville this week was 
the laying of the cornerstone of the 
new Holy Name church at Third and 
0 streets last Sunday. I'^laborate 
preparations for the event had been 
made by the paator, Hev. .lohn 
O'Connor, and it la conservatively 
estimated that over S,000 people 
witnaaaad tha impreaatva ceremonies 
Right Rer. Denla O'Donaghue pre- 
sided at the eomerstone laying and 
thirty or more prieata were In at- 
tendance. The Rev. Dr. George W. 
Sebubmann, paator ot St. John's 
church, preached the sermon. Pres- 
ent at the exercises were the first 
pastor ot the Church of the Holy 
Name, tho Very Rev. Louis O. Dep- 
pen, and the Itev. .John O'Connor, 
who has been pastor since ISOIi. 

.\ leaturp of the exercises waa the 
procession of the uniformed com- 
panies of the Catholic Knights of 
America and a number of com- 
manderles of the Knights of St. 
John, who acted aa guard ot honor to 
the Biahop and clergy, and the so- 
cieties of the pariah. The parade 
waa beaded by the School of Reform 
Band and Major Oen. Michael 
Relchert and ataff, followed by the 
military diviaion. Next came the 
church aocletlea. The prooeaalon 
formed at Third and Avery, and the 
fact that the military presented 
swords while passing the Confederate 
monument was the cause for much 
favorable comment. The route was 
through the principal streets to the 
old church at Fourth and O, where 
a halt was made and ranks opened 
for the Clergy. 

The exerdaes began at 3 o'clock, 
with an Impoaing prooeaalon from the 
old church to the alts ot the new 
building, alcolytea and prieata leading 
and the Biahop. in the veftmenta of 
his ofBce. WlHrlBi behind. At each 
aide were drawn up the ' uniformed 
members of the two Catholic organl- 
ntions, who raised their aworda in 
Mlute as the Bishop passed. 

When the hiiilding was reached 
the Bishop and his assistants were 
seated and the sermon of the Uev. 
Dr. Schuhmanrf was delivered. He 
henan by referring to similar exer- 
cises when the cornerstone of the 
first church, built in 1891, was laid. 
Father Schuhmann aald that be was 
preaent at thoaa exercises, remem- 
barlng that the spot waa reached 
after an unlntereatlag ride from the 
city, over a route hounded on both 
aides by com fields, with here and 
there an iaolated tarmbouae. South 
of the aite ot the church, between 
It and Iroquois Park, he aald, there 
was nothing except acres of craw- 
fish land. Then only twenty families 
or more constituted the congregation, 
he asserted, and the outlook was 
dreary. Father Schuhmann 8|)oke of 
the labors of the iieople In building 
up the congregation, of their zeal in 
erecting In 1108 a church which the 
new building will supersede, and of 
the bright promiae tor the memh^ra 
in the new edlHee. He called atten- 
tion to the plan ot the hulldlag, lu 
tranaept form entUntng a croas^the 
emblem ot the Oatbellc lalth. He 
apoke of the symbeUsm of the cor- 
nerstone, "supporting the church 
structure as Chrlat aupporls the 
church of Ood," he said. Ha con- 
cluded by paying a tribute to the 
pastor, Father O'Connor.
